The most enviro-con- 
scious couple, Peter Chap¬ 
man and Katie Barnett, 
were rewarded for their 
green lifestyle changes with 
a one-year lease to a Toyota 
Prius, a hybrid car.

“Hopefully this will wear 
off on older people about

The calculator, and the 
$40,000 tag for its design 
and online implementa¬ 
tion, were openly criticized

Spokesman Scott Hennig 
said the calculator repli¬ 
cates hundreds found on¬ 
line for free. 

He added that financial 
documents reveal the entire 
campaign cost taxpayers 
over $300,000.

“Even still, I can’t push 
off from the left ankle all 
that well. But they still want 


me. I’ll play the left side.” 

The group of nine players 
heads for Toronto Thursday, 
thanks to the largesse of 
another formerly homeless 
man. Joe Lepur, a local devel¬ 
oper, was homeless in France 
in 1965 after leaving what is 


now Croatia. 

“How do you pay back the 
people and the countiy that 
has given you so much 
opportunity?” Lepur said. 

Lepur spent $6,000 for uni¬ 
forms and airfare for the 
team’s nine members.

U.S., South Korea 
stand up to North 

Korea U.S. President 
Barack Obama and South 
Korean President Lee 
Myung-balc presented a 
united front to North 
Korea yesterday, saying Py¬ 
ongyang must abandon its 
nuclear weapons program 
and will not be rewarded 
for provoking a crisis. 

With Lee at his side in 
the White House Rose Gar¬ 
den, Obama said a nuclear¬ 
armed North Korea would 
pose a “grave threat” to 
the world and vowed that 
new U.N. sanctions against 
the communist nation 
would be strictly enforced. 

He promised to end a cy¬ 
cle of allowing North Ko¬ 
rea to create a nuclear cri¬ 
sis, then granting conces¬ 
sions in the form of food, 
fuel and other incentives 
to get Pyongyang to back 
down, only to see it renege 
on its promises. 

In a development on a 
case that has caused 
further tensions with 
Washington, the official 
North Korean news agency 
gave its first details of the 
case of two U.S. journalists 
it sentenced to 12 years of 
hard labor last week, say¬ 
ing they were trying to 
slander the state. reuters 


Iran’s top legislative body 
yesterday ruled out

Snowbirds: An ironic emblem of failure 



-he Snowbirds are 

grounded ... again. 
You know about 
the Snowbirds? 
Those guys who 
turn up at air shows in 
their 40-plus-year-old jets 
expected to perform 
crowd-pleasing, death-de¬ 
fying manoeuvres? 


Except they don’t always 
defy death. At least seven 
brave pilots have died 
since the Snowbirds start¬ 
ed flying back in 1971, and 
as the planes get longer in 
the tooth, the threat of fa¬ 
tal mechanical failure is 
greater than ever. 

And they don’t always 
fly. The fleet of 20 Tutor 
CT-114 jets has had a per¬ 
manent maintenance 
crew assigned to them 
since 2001, but that hasn’t 
prevented the latest prob¬ 
lem with the jet’s ejection 
seat. 

So they’re grounded 
and, as I write, may not be 


ready for the big flypast on 
Parliament Hill on July 1. 
Not that you’ll notice. The 
flypast takes about as long 
as it takes a politician to 
clear his or her throat. 

Ahem. I’ve got to ask: 
How long are we going to 
keep this nonsense up? 

The program costs $10 
million a year, which is a 
spit in the bucket in a 
country where we seem re¬ 
quired to have a $300-mil¬ 
lion election at least as of¬ 
ten as a flypast, but the re¬ 
al cost is in human lives. 

And what’s the point? 
Why are we making these 
people take enormous 


risks in ridiculously out¬ 
dated technology? It’s like 
having a team of precision 
gondoliers or acrobatic 
shepherds, only more dan¬ 
gerous. 

Quaint, but deadly. 

Maybe if they were fly¬ 
ing around in cool, state- 
of-the-art technology, I 
could understand, but 
these guys are in the air¬ 
borne equivalent of a 1965 
Chrysler. And how many 
vintage Chiyslers do you 
see on the road, never 
mind in the air? 

These things are so obso¬ 
lete, every year another 
component becomes im¬ 


possible to repair. Mainte¬ 
nance crews have started 
salvaging dials and tubes 
from other obsolete Cana¬ 
dian aircraft such as the 
decommissioned Hercules 
and sticking them on the 
Tutors. 

Meanwhile, Canadians 
are busy getting blown up 
in Absurdistan. Our forces 
need all the help they can 
get, but instead they are 
hobbled with outdated, 
obsolete aircraft and 
ground equipment. If any¬ 
thing, the Snowbirds are 
an ironic emblem of the 
government’s failure to 
adequately equip the peo¬ 


ple we insist on putting in 
harm’s way. 

The government is seri¬ 
ously thinking about keep¬ 
ing these guys in the air 
until 2020, when no 
amount of chewing gum 
and binder twine will keep 
them airborne. 

I, for one, hope they stay 
grounded. But I must be a 
communist or some other 
kind of subversive. But I 
don’t mind — it’s safer 
than being a precision 
gondolier.

Air Canada seeks loan 

Airline asking government for $200M: Flaherty 


Cash-strapped Air Canada 
has approached the 
government for a loan, Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaher¬ 
ty said yesterday as the 
airline works against the 
clock to stave off possible 
bankruptcy. 

Flaherty said Canada’s 
biggest airline was in dis¬ 
cussions with Export Devel¬ 
opment Canada for a com¬ 
mercial loan. A source close 
to the talks said the carrier 
was asking the federal fi¬ 
nancing agency for about 
$200 million, a third of the 
$600 million the carrier 
says it needs in the short 
term. 

“Air Canada has had some 
discussions with Export De¬ 
velopment Canada about 
possibly borrowing on com¬ 
mercial terms, but those are 
discussions that are ongo-

ing,” Flaherty told re¬ 
porters. 

His comments come 
hours after Air Canada an¬ 
nounced it had reached ten¬ 
tative agreements with the 
Air Canada Pilots Associa¬ 
tion and the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees 
on a 21-month moratorium 
on funding its $2.9 billion 


pension deficit. 

An agreement with the 
unions on pensions and se¬ 
curing financing are crucial 
to keeping the debt-laden 
airline, which has been buf¬ 
feted by a global slowdown 
in air travel and stiff compe¬ 
tition at home, from filing 
for bankruptcy for the sec¬ 
ond time in six years. 

The source said any loans 
to Air Canada would come 
from EDC’s Canada Ac¬ 
count, which is for transac¬ 
tions outside EDC’s respon¬ 
sibility but deemed to be in 
the national interest. 

The loan would be negoti¬ 
ated on a commercial basis 
and would not be consid¬ 
ered by the government as 
a bailout. The EDC would 
administer the loan but the 
federal government would 
take on the risk. reuters 


RIM to launch new 
BlackBerry model 


wireless Research In Mo¬ 
tion is adding another 
smartphone to its Black- 
Berry lineup as it aims to 
win market share among 
both executives and main¬ 
stream consumers despite 
tough economic condi¬ 
tions. 

The new model is known 
as the BlaclcBeriy Tour and 
falls somewhere between 
the BlackBerry Curve, 
which has proved very 
popular with consumers, 
and the BlackBerry Bold, 
which RIM has aimed at 
high-end corporate users.

CFL to amend financial rules in wake of secret deal 


The Canadian Football 
League has announced 
plans to change its finan¬ 
cial rules after it was 
revealed that British 
Columbia Lions owner 
David Braley helped 
Howard Sokolowski and 
David Cynamon purchase 
the Toronto Argonauts out 
of bankruptcy in 2003 . 

The Globe and Mail first 
reported the secret transac¬ 
tion and the league re¬ 
sponded with a statement 
acknowledging the pact. 
Both ownership groups also 
provided statements, and 
all three parties said the 
league’s bylaws were not 
broken. 

Braley, according to the 
Globe and Mail, paid half of 
the $2-million franchise fee 
for the purchase and con¬ 


tinued to provide financial 
assistance to the Argos af¬ 
terward. 

The league, while saying 
it had no knowledge of the 
transaction at the time, said 
Braley never had a stake in 
the Argos and added that 
competition between the 
teams was never compro¬ 
mised. 

“I have been informed 
that British Columbia Lions 
owner David Braley provid¬ 
ed financial assistance to 
Toronto Argonaut owners 
Howard Sokolowski and 
David Cynamon, as they 
sought to strengthen our 
league by strengthening a 
storied franchise in our 
largest city,” CFL commis¬ 
sioner Mark Cohon said in a 
statement. “There has been 
no suggestion, nor is there 


any evidence, that this fi¬ 
nancial transaction had any 
effect whatsoever on the 
competitive integrity of our 
game. 

“There is eveiy indication 
that all three of these gen¬ 
tlemen acted, and continue 
to act, out of love for the 
Canadian Football League 
and respect for its fans. 
There has also been no 
breach of the league’s Con¬ 
stitution or its bylaws.

Ford takes on shopping carts

safety Ford Motor Compa¬ 
ny has ushered in new, ex¬ 
treme tests — such as ram¬ 
ming shopping carts into 
car doors and blasting water 
cannons to force vehicles 
into skids — to fine tune 
new safety technologies. 

“These novel tests may 
seem over the top, but 
they’re part of a serious test¬ 
ing regimen that Ford had 
to invent, because increas¬ 
ingly sophisticated tech¬ 
nologies require more ad¬ 
vanced testing,” said Sue 
Cischke, group vice-presi¬ 
dent, Ford sustainability, 
environment and safety en¬ 
gineering. 

“We will continue to 
build on our safety leader¬ 
ship with advanced safety 
technologies that help en¬ 
hance crash protection or 
even help customers avoid 
accidents.” 

Ford engineers conduct 


unusual “crash” tests to 
take thousands of impact 
readings that help calibrate 
the sensitivity of new air 
bag pressure sensors being 
introduced on the new 2009 
F-150 and 2010 Taurus. 

Engineers, however, were 
concerned that everyday 
mishaps — such as shop¬ 
ping cart collisions in park¬ 


ing lots or errant basket¬ 
balls from children — 
could trick the new sensors 
that now help predict crash 
forces before the full im¬ 
pact occurs. The engineers 
used reams of data from 
these unusual tests to cali¬ 
brate the air bag sensor to 
disregard typically minor

This passionately felt di¬ 
vide is one of the reasons 
that tapas bars in 
Barcelona tend to be ori¬ 


ented to tourism, where 
they exist at all. They are 
simply not seen as Catalan 
enough. 

Abelian set about to 
change all that a few years 
ago, with his iibercool 
Corner^ 24. Often de¬ 
scribed by international 
press as an “avant-garde 
tapas restaurant,” in fact it 
serves platillos, small dish¬ 
es of which the diner can 
order several. 

These are inspired by 
Abelian’s time in the 
kitchens of El Bulli, under 
experimental chef Ferran 
Adria, and bear little re¬ 
semblance to the ham cro¬ 
quettes and patatas bravas 
to which he refers. 

His newer venture, 
Tapag 24 redresses the bal¬ 
ance; an old-school bar, 
serving traditional tapas of 
excellent quality. Among 
the lentils with chorizo 
and cod croquettes, howev¬ 
er, his fans will also find 
playful snacks more in 
keeping with his previous 
style. 

The McFoie Burger is an 
exercise in fast-food heav¬ 
en, as is the Bikini — a 
small version of his signa¬ 
ture take on the ham and 


cheese toastie, this one 
with truffle.

For seven years, Chris Dun¬ 
phy sat behind a desk, giv¬ 
ing people financial advice 
on behalf of RBC. Now, 
you’d be hard pressed to 
find him sitting at all. 

“I thought I was more a 
part of the problem as op¬ 
posed to part of the solu¬ 
tion — giving people loans, 
credit lines, advising on 
their finances and watch¬ 
ing their self-worth rise 
and fall with the value of 
their RSPs,” he said on the 
phone from Port Moody, 
B.C. 


Dunphy, 35, left the secu¬ 
rity of the institution, trad¬ 
ing in dollars for downward 
dogs. Always athletic, and 


slowly realizing the limita¬ 
tions of an aging body, he 
decided to make a 180-de- 
gree career change and pur¬ 


sue yoga instruction. 

“I found people were 
wrapped up in the materi¬ 
al,” he said. “Yoga gets you 
out of that and says all the 
rest of this stuff is just 
frills. If you can’t be happy 
with yourself, no amount 
of frills is going to make 
you happy.” 

He shed excess, refi¬ 
nanced his home and 
opened Newport Yoga Stu¬ 
dio in Port Moody in late 
2006. Now, his studio offers 
15 different kinds of yoga 
and pilates classes, taught 
by nine different instruc¬ 
tors. 

To become a certified 
teacher, Dunphy took an 
intensive 200-hour course 
at the Salt Spring Centre of 
Yoga on Salt Spring Island, 
B.C. Standards to become 
certified vary across re¬ 


gions. But the international 
body Yoga Alliance outlines 
educational requirements 
necessary to be dubbed a 
registered yoga teacher 
(RYT) that include tech¬ 
nique, teaching, anatomy 
and philosophy training 
over a 200- or 500-hour pe¬ 
riod. 

“Once you get into yoga 
instruction, you’re a yoga 
student for the rest of your 
life,” said Dunphy. 

Dunphy said there are 
dozens of styles to try out. 
“There are so many areas 
to continue to learn and 
grow in terms of teaching 
and practice.”

Before we even get start¬ 
ed with our interview, Bet¬ 
ty White wants to make 
one thing clear: She loves 
Canadians.

Anthony Head plays ruler, father to Prince Arthur in spin on classic

Best known as stuffy men¬ 
tor Rupert Giles on Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer, Antho¬ 
ny Head is returning to TV 
screens in Merlin, a BBC 
import that puts a new 
spin on a classic British 
tale.

Nanny backtracks on Beckhams

Her claims were printed 
in a newspaper article in 
April 2005, captioned 
“Beckhams behind closed 
doors.” 

Yesterday the couple’s 
lawyer Gerrard Tyrrell told 
the High Court Gibson had 
now agreed to “permanent 
undertakings of confiden¬ 
tiality,” the Press Associa¬ 
tion reported. 

She had “unconditional¬ 
ly apologized to David and 
Victoria Beckham and 
their family for breaching 
her duties of confidence” 


David and Victoria Beckham have received a public apology. 


and had also withdrawn a 
claim for constructive dis¬ 
missal, he said. 

“Between May 2003 and 
March 2005, Ms Gibson 
was employed as the nan¬ 
ny to David and Victoria 
Beckham’s children,” 
Tyrrell told the court. 

“After she resigned from 
their employment, she 
gave an interview to the 
News of the World. In this 
interview she disclosed pri¬ 
vate and confidential infor¬ 


mation about the Beck¬ 
hams and their family.” 

The judge was also told 
that in July 2005, The Peo¬ 
ple newspaper published 
an article headlined “Beck¬ 
ham’s Hate Calls To Nan¬ 
ny,” which falsely stated 
that David Beckham had 
made insulting and threat¬ 
ening telephone calls to 
Gibson. The paper later 
publicly apologized and 
paid libel damages to Beck¬ 
ham.

Beef Salad with 
Lentils 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) whole-grain 
mustard 

6 tbsp (90 ml) olive oil 
generous pinch of ground 
black pepper 

2 beef steaks (about 1 
lb/500 g in total) 

1 cup (250 ml) green lentils 

1 small sprig rosemary 

11/4 cup (300 ml) low-sodi¬ 
um beef stock 

2 medium carrots, diced 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
freshly ground black pep¬ 
per 

3 tbsp (45 ml) red wine 
vinegar 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
fresh thyme leaves 

4 tbsp (60 ml) whipping 
cream 

2 tsp (10 ml) creamy horse¬ 
radish sauce 

100 g (4 oz) lamb’s lettuce 

3 tbsp (45 ml) finely 
chopped chives 

METHOD: 

1. Combine mustard, 1 tb¬ 
sp (15 ml) oil and pepper. 
Rub steaks with mixture. 
Cover and chill until ready 
to cook. Place lentils, rose¬ 
mary and stock in pot. 
Bring to boil, uncovered. 
Cover, cook lentils over 
low heat 20 minutes. Add 
carrots; cook another 10 
minutes. Remove pot from 
heat. Leave lentils and car¬ 


rots to cool in cooking liq¬ 
uid. Remove rosemary. 

Add 1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt. 

2. Heat 1 tbsp (15 ml) oil 
in nonstick frying pan 
over medium-high heat. 
Add steaks; cook 3 to 5 
minutes each side. Remove 
from pan, wrap in 
aluminum foil. 

3. Whisk remaining 4 tbsp 
(60 ml) oil and 2 tbsp (25 
ml) vinegar in medium 
bowl. Add salt and pepper 
to taste. Drain lentils and 
carrots from pot and add 
to bowl. Stir in thyme. 
Whip cream in small bowl 
until stiff; fold in horserad¬ 
ish sauce. 

4. Slice steaks thinly and 
add any juices from meat 
to lentil mixture. Add 
remaining 1 tbsp (15 ml) 
vinegar and salt and pep¬ 
per to taste. Place lentil 
mixture on serving plates 
with mache. Add meat, top 
with little horseradish 
cream mixture and sprin¬ 
kle with chives. Serve 
remaining horseradish 
cream mixture separately.
